Sprouse said tha t grea ter financial support of education and gre a t­ 
er security for teachers must* be offered if the state-w ide teachers 
shortage 
ls to be overcome. 
“ Education personnel, as a rule,” Sprouse said, “is more effective 
in its w ork if it realizes tha t an adequate retirem ent annuity is being

has gone on for y ears until it has 
reached the point today whereby 
the schools are enabled to retire 
I teachers who can no longer render 
their best service because of ad­ 
vanced age or phy sical disability .

R etirem ent Allowance 
Sprouse said a definite re tire ­ 
m ent allow ance should be provided 
for disabled teachers provided they 
have com pleted a stipulated period 
of service.

From th e 
barber, Hu gh es gets th e latest gossip of 
ti e cou rt, and Gates in tu rn reports back 
to th e cou rt th at Hu gh es is in ex cellent 
sh ape. 
Actu ally , Hu gh es does not h av e any 
close friends on th e cou rt any more. He 
m v ci w as close to Stone or Roberts, th ou gh 
th ey were h is contemporaries and sh ared 
th e same general political v iews. He was 
I iii ch more intimate with th e y ou nger ju s­ 
tices, su ch as Bill Dou glas, ev en th ou gh 
th e\ were New Dealers. Th is was in line 
with Hu gh es’ long-time interest in y ou th . 
Hu gh es u sed to brag a bit to h is 'cou rt 
colleagu es th at, in th e old day s on th e su ­ 
preme cou rt, before h e resigned to ru n for 
President against Woodrow Wilson, h e 
cou ld write cou rt opinions from l l p. rn. 
lo 3 a. rn. He and h is wife were qu ite social, 
and h e u sed to tell h ow h e wou ld come 
h ome from a dinner party at l i p. rn., ligh t 
a cigar, and work on an opinion u ntil early 
in th e morning. 
Du ring h is second term on th e cou rt, 
following h is appointment as ch ief ju stice 
by Herbert Hoov er, h e cu t ou t th e late 
h ou rs and cu rtailed th e dinner parties. 
Howev er, h e nev er cu rtailed h is work. He 
continu ed to tu rn ou t more th an h is sh are 
of cou rt opinions, to th e v ery day h e re­ 
signed.

Led Di ffi cul t Li fe

pression that the world do move. 
Th e preju dices that were rampant 
in I SSO about a woman as a doctor 
were su ch that oth er women osten­ 
tatiou sly pu lled away their skirt* 
as sh e passed. 
You would have thought they 
wou ld h av e been proud of her. She 
certainly wasn’t doing any thing 
wicked. Ju st, thought the other 
women, u ndignified. Well, I re­ 
peat, th e world do move. 
Such 
preju dices are a thing of the past. 
In my medical classes this y ear 
th ere are six women in the senior 
and fiv e in the junior class. And 
v ery good students they are. And 
wh ile th e prejudices are not en­ 
tirely gone they are nothing to 
wh at th ey were wh en Elizabeth 
Blackwell started ou t on a medical 
career. 
Early Life 
Sh e was born in 18 21, in Bristol, 
F.ngland, of a Qu aker family . Th e 
fath er was an indu striou s and su c­ 
cessfu l manu factu rer, driv en to 
America in 18 32 by labor condi­ 
tions in England. He was broad­ 
minded enou gh to say h is girls 
sh ou ld do wh at th ey wanted in life 
ev en wh en Elizabeth wanted to 
stu dy medicine. The family made 
th e a c q u a in ta n c e of H a r r i e t 
Beech er Stowe and Margaret Fu ll­ 
er and Elizabeth was early inocu ­ 
lated with th e ideas of Woman’s 
Righ ts. 
Sh e h ad a good fundamental 
edu cation for a woman in th e early 
18 40s. Th e incident which seemed 
to mark h er vocation for h er came 
wh en she attended a sick friend 
of h er moth er’s. The woman was 
dy ing and Elizabeth spent long 
afternoons attending her. 
“ I h av e often wondered," said 
th e sick woman, “ wh y women wh o 
are alway s preoccu pied with th e 
care of th e sick are not allowed to 
become ph y sicians. 


Decides to Become Doctor 
“ If I cou ld have been treated by 
a woman phy sician," she added, 
later, “ perhaps my illness wou ld 
h av e been better u nderstood.” 
No medical sch ool at th at time 
wou ld admit a woman. Sh e tried 
in 18 43 to be admitted to Jefferson 


Medical College, Philadelphia, and 
th e University of Pennsy lvania, 
bu t was refu sed. 
“You migh t as well lead a revo- 
lu tion as try to become a phy si­ 
cian," sh e was told by a sy mpa­ 
th etic facu lty member. 
“Th e gentlemen in our classes," 
was th e objection of anoth er facu l­ 
ty member, “wou ld find it disqu iet­ 
ing to h av e a member of the other 
sex present in th eir midst." 
Fighting Prejudices 
She was rebuffed and refused 
by all the first ranking medical 
sch ools, but finally was accepted 
at the small Geneva Medical Col­ 
lege of Geneva, New York, from 
wh ich she graduated in 18 49 . 
Her wh ole life is a record of 
figh ting against prejudice, rebuffs 
and the overcoming of obstacles 
th at to any one with less resolution 
and 
determination 
would 
have 
been insurmountable. Because she 
was not admitted to attend at any 
dispensary for charity patients 
sne financed and built her own— 
the New York Dispensary , founded 
in 18 50. It was later the New York 
Infirmary and College for Women 
and Children. In 18 69 Dr. Black- 
well settled in England and be­ 
came Professor of Gy naecology in 
the London School of Medicine for 
Women. She died in 19 10. 
She suffered all her life the 
usual marty rdoms of the pioneer. 
Once a woman died in her infirm­ 
ary and the relativ es ascribed it 
to the blundering of women phy ­ 
sicians. Th e*# hy steria aroused a 
mob which tried to batter down 
the doors of th e infirmary and lay 
hands on Dr. Blackwell. They were 
calmed only wh en an eloquent 
Irishman, a former patient whose 
life she had saved, harangued them 
from the front steps. It was not 
only the ignorant who were pre­ 
judiced. Fanny Kemble, the ac­ 
tress, refused to give a benefit per- 
formance for the Infirmary with 
the words—“ Trust a u o mun— as a 
doctor—never.” 
Among my own former pupils I 
know a woman who has now an 
enormous practice as an oculist; 
two others eminently successful as 
children specialists; and there are 
three noble and valuable ladies 
who have taken the places of three 
men in an outpatient dispensary .

gave him a newly perfected bomb 
sight to teat—something the Allies 
had been working on for more than 
a y ear. The thing was to be kept 
absolutely secret, and that very day 
Dove flew with it over the lines and 
landed at a German airdrome. 
“ That was the first scrap of evi­ 
dence the army had that this man 
Proctor, o r Do ve, at he later called 
himself, was a German spy . Dove’* 
commanding officer barely missed 
court-martial. 
Six 
month* later 
Dove was reported killed. But his 
death turned out to be a little pre­ 
mature. 
Recently , 
the 
British 
agents learned that Dove was not 
dead. His plane had crashed, and 
his face was so badly battered that 
he was unrecognizable. It was built 
up again by plastic surgery , com­ 
pletely changed, so that only the 
ey es remained the same. 
“ We lost sight of him until in 
the Hitler regime he came back to 
Canada with a different face and 
name, to join the fifth column work­ 
ing here and in the U.S.A." 
Col. Dowling stroked his chin.

mites. For the last few y ears it’s 
been Dove's job to learn more about 
the south shore of Hudson Bay 
than any living man.

Ii a 
the second largest bay on cann, 
and it’s not an arctic sea as so many 
people think—it’s no farther north 
than London or Berlin. Its waters 
are navigable the y ear round.

W ASHINGTON — A fter nearly 
tw o and one-half years of war, 
Donald M. Nelson's W ar Produc­ 
tion Board has begun, bit by bit, to 
tak e off the rigid controls and re­ 
strictions which made them selves 
felt in every nook and cranny of 
the national economy. 
True, it is only a small begin­ 
ning—very sm all in some instances 
—but it is a change from the early 
rush developed to choke off the 
output of non-essential item s and 
concentrate every resource on w ar 
production. 
As Nelson repeatedly has stated, 
W PB still cannot perm it large- 
scale resum ption of civilian m anu­ 
facturing until the success of m ili-1 
tary operations in Europe is as­ 
sured. However, the improved m et­ 
als situation does allow some ‘ eas­ 
ing” here and there. 
The la tte r trend has been espe­ 
cially noticeable in the last two 
m onths w ith several dozen m inor 
am endm ents 
and 
alterations 
in 
w artim e restrictions coming forth 
from WPB. The effect of such ac­ 
tions will show up before long. 
In m any cases, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jchn Q. Public m ay fail to spot the 
change. It w on't bulk large like the 
shutting down of automobile and 
refrigerator m anufacturing. It will 
be casual, little differences. 
The businessm an, chewing his 
pencil through a knotty decision, 
will w ith some slight surprise find 
th a t the pencil has a m etal band 
around the top.

Raspberries Rate Place in Victory Garden

NEXT TO strawberries, fresh 
raspberries are a welcome addi­ 
tion to any meal, many people, of 
course, preferring them above any 
other fruit. When space permits, 
raspberries should be included in 
the Victory garden. Fifty plants 
require about 150 feet of running 
row* Such a planting will yield 
about 50 quarts of berries, which 
is all the average family will re­ 
quire for use as fresh fruit or for 
canning purposes.

tarly sensitive to poorly drained 
soil and grow best on a slops 
where they receive full un. Like 
strawberries, they should not bs

Since raspberriee are subject to a 
few serious vims diseases, only 
certified stock should be planted. 
Immediately upon the arrival of 
th* raspberry stock It Is wise to 
soak it thoroughly, stors in a dark 
place and keep it wet until plant­ 
ed. As illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, if a delay 
of more than two days is neces­ 
sary before planting, the plants 
ahoitd be “heeled-in” in a shady 
location. Keep the plants watered 
until they are finally set out.

Early Life 
She was born in 1821, in Bristol, 
England, of a Quaker family. The 
father was an industrious and suc­ 
cessful manufacturer, driven to 
America in 1832 by labor condi­ 
tions in England. He w’as broad 


Medical College, Philadelphia, and 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
but was refused. 
“You might as well lead a revo­ 
lution as try to become a physi­ 
cian/’ she was told by a sympa­ 
thetic faculty member. 
"The gentlemen in our classes," 
was the objection of another facul­ 
ty member, “would find it disquiet­ 
ing to have a member of the other 
sex present in their midst." 
Fighting Prejudices 
She was rebuffed and refused 
by all the first ranking medical 
schools, but finally was accepted 
at the small Geneva Medical Col­ 
lege of Geneva, New York, from 
which she graduated in 1849. 
Her whole life is a record of 
fighting against prejudice, rebuffs 
and the overcoming of obstacles 
that to anyone with less resolution 
and determination would have 
been insurmountable. Because she 
was not admitted to attend at any 
dispensary for charity patients 
sne financed and built her own— 
the New York Dispensary, founded 
in 1850. It was later the New York 
Infirmary and College for Women 
and Children. In 1869 Dr. Black­ 
well settled in England and be­ 
came Professor of Gynaecology in 
the London School of Medicine for 
Women. She died in 1910. 
She suffered all her life the 
usual martyrdoms of the pioneer. 
Once a woman died in her infirm­ 
ary and the relatives ascribed it 
to the blundering of women phy­ 
sicians. The* hysteria aroused a

She had a good fundamental 
education for a woman in the early 
1840s. The incident which seemed 
to mark her vocation for her came 
when she attended a sick friend 
of her mother’s. The woman was 
dying and Elizabeth spent long 
afternoons attending her. 
“I have often wandered,” said 
the sick woman, “why women who 
are always preoccupied with the 
care of the sick are not allowed to 
become physicians. 


Decide* to Become Doctor 
“If I could have been treated by 
a woman physician,” she added, 
later, “perhaps my illness would 
have been better understood.” 
No medical school at that time 
would admit a woman. She tried 
in 1843 to be admitted to Jefferson 


the doors of the infirmary and lay 
hands on Dr. Blackwell. They were 
calmed only when an eloquent 
Irishman, a former patient whose 
life ahe had saved, harangued them 
from the front steps. It was not 
only the ignorant who were pre­ 
judiced. Fanny Kemble, the ac­ 
tress, refused to give a benefit per­ 
formance for the Infirmary with 
the words—“Trust a woman—as a 
doctor—never.” 
Among my own former pupils I 
know a woman who has now an 
enormous practice as an oculist; 
two others eminently successful as 
children specialists; and there are 
three noble and valuable ladies 
who have taken the places of three 
men in an outpatient dispensary.

More serviceable furnaces are In 
propped with tough carbon steel 
again permitted for shaker han­ 
dles; and unrestr.cted use of inner 
liners permitted for furnace cas­ 
ings. 
The amount of metal permissible 
in fire doors has been upped. Ditto 
with domestic heating and cooking 
stoves, making these items more 
durable. 
Clocks and aprons still 
are prohibited. 
Iron and steel has been issued 
for 400.000 metal visible reference 
panels—those gadgets attached to 
upright stands for ready reference 
to records, telephone listings, etc. 
Aluminum will be permitted for 
closures for bottled catsup and 
chili sauce. 
The restrictions on use of core 
wire in the plastic temples of sun 
glasses have been eased. 
And the list could go on ad in­ 
finitum. Little things, yes, but the 
citizenry should enjoy seeing them 
come back. You never know how 
im portant a tiny piece of metal 
can be. Take this for example, from 
a recent WTB announcement:
